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STOCKS  OF  LEAF  TOBACCO  OWNED  BY  DEALERS  AND  MANUFACTURERS  1/  2/ 
Total  leaf  tobacco  stocks  smaller  than  a  year  ago 

Leaf  tobacco  Inventories  of  dealers  and  manufacturers  in  the  United  States 
and  Puerto  Rico  totaled  ^,186  million  pounds  as  of  July  1,  1972.   This  was 
185  million  pounds  less  than  the  figure  a  year  earlier.   Smaller  stocks  of 
flue-cured  and  burlsy  accounted  for  most  of  the  decline.   Stocks  of  foreign- 
grown  cigarette  and  smoking  tobacco  registered  the  only  substantial  gain. 
About  32  million  pounds,  consisting  mostly  of  Maryland  and  Puerto  Rican 
tobaccos  were  marketed  by  growers  during  the  April-June  quarter. 

Stocks  as  of  July  1,  1972  included  971.7  million  pounds  (farm-sales-weight) 
of  leaf  tobacco  under  Government  loans--291  million  pounds  below  the  previous 
July  I.   Large  sales  of  flue-cured  accounted  for  the  biggest  share  of  the 
decline.   The  breakdown  on  current  loan  stocks  was:

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CIGARETTE -LEAF  STOCKS 

All  types  decline. 

Stocks  of  flue -cured  tobacco  on  July  1,  1972,  totaled  1,910  million  pounds -- 
66  million  below  reported  holdings  last  year.   The  1971  marketing  year  for  flue- 
cured  ended  on  July  1  with  total  disappearance  indicated  at  1,143  million  pounds. 
Domestic  consumption  at  663  million  pounds  was  about  23  million  above  the  pre- 
vious year.   Exports  were  480  million  pounds  compared  to  534  in  1970-71. 

Bur ley  stocks  this  July  1  were  reported  at  1,390  million  pound8--98  million 
below  the  holdings  of  July  1,  1971. 

Maryland  inventories  totaled  61  million  pounds--2  million  less  than  July  1. 
Auction  sales  of  the  1971  crop  ended  on  June  23>  with  27.7  million  pounds  being 
sold. 

Foreign -grown  cigarette  and  smoking  tobacco  stocks  were  reported  at  423 
million  pounds  on  July  1,  1972.  This  was  23  million  more  than  was  on  hand  a 
year  earlier. 

DARK  TOBACCO  STOCKS 

All  types  decline. 

Stocks  of  fire -cured  leaf,  reported  at  73  million  pounds  on  July  1,  1972, 
were  b   million  oelow  holdings  on  the  previous  July  1.   Fire -cured  stocks  on  this 
July  1  were  as  follows:   Virginia,  10.3  million  pounds;  Eastern  District  Kentucky 
and  Tennessee,  53.8  million;  and  Western  District,  9.4  million. 

Dark  air -cured  holdings  of  54.3  million  pounds  were  3.5  million  below  the 
July  1  inventories  last  year.   Stocks  this  year  by  types  were:   One -Sucker,  33.3 
million  pounds;  Green  River,  17.7  million;  and  Virginia  sun-cured,  3.3  million. 

CIGAR  LEAF  STOCKS 

Domestic  and  foreign-grown  stocks  decline. 

Inventories  of  all  domestic -grown  cigar  tobacco,  including  Puerto  Rican, 
totaled  174.0  million  pounds  on  July  1,  1972.   This  was  29.2  million  less  than 
the  holdings  of  last  July  1.  Wisconsin  and  Connecticut  Broadleaf  had  larger 
inventories,  but  all  other  types  declined.   Deliveries  of  the  1971-72  crop  of 
Puerto  Rican  tobacco  were  completed  during  the  quarter.   Stocks  of  foreign -grown 
cigar  leaf  as  of  July  1  amounted  to  93.8  million  pounds — «-6  million  below  hold- 
ings of  a  year  earlier. 
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CIGAR  LEAF  STOCKS- -Cont'd. 

Inventories  of  cigar-filler  types  on  this  reporting  date  totaled  102.3 
million  pounds-.-down  23.6  million  from  the  previous  July  1.   Individual  type 
totals  were:   Pennsylvania  Seed-leaf.  79.1  million;  Ohj^  filler,  8.3  million 
and  Puerto  Rican.  1A.8  million  pounds. 

Cigar  binder  stocks  totaled  51.9  million  pounds  on  July  1,  1972- -a  small 
gain  of  1.6  million  from  the  same  date  last  year.   Stocks  by  types  were: 
Connecticut  Broadleaf .  5.6  million  pounds;  Connecticut  Valley  Havana  Seed, 
2.3  million;  Southern  Wisconsin.  22.5  million,  and  Northern  Wisconsin.  21.5 
million  pounds. 

Shade-grown  cigar  wrapper  stocks  as  of  July  1,  1972,  totaled  19.8  million 
pounds  consisting  of  13.2  million  pounds  of  Connecticut  Valley  Shade  and  6.7 
million  pounds  of  Georgia -Florida  Shade.   Both  types  declined.   The  marketing 
year  which  ended  on  July  1  indicated  a  total  combined  disappearance  of  14.6 
million  pounds  for  these  types.   Exports  were  3.4  million  pounds  giving  a  domes- 
tic disappearance  of  11.2  million. 

Stocks  of  Cubqn  leaf,  reported  at  0.5  million  pounds  dropped  0.2  million 
from  a  year  ago.   Ph^ltppinf  Island  stocks  were  down  4.8  million  pounds  at  33.9 
million.   Indonesian  leaf  stocks  this  July  1  were  4.3  million  pounds;  Brayili^n,. 

8.0  million;  Colombian.  11.1  million;  Dominican  Republic,  12.0  million;  Paraguay. 

4.1  million;  Hexico .  6.0  million;  and  other  foreign -grown ^  13.8  million  pounds. 

TOBACCO  SHEET 

Leaf  in  sheet  declines. 

Stocks  of  leaf  represented  in  inventories  of  "tobacco  sheet"  totaled  29.9 
million  pounds  (reported  weight)  compared  with  32.0  million  a  year  earlier.   Of 
the  total  in  "sheet"  this  July  1,  27.6  million  pounds  were  for  use  in  cigarette 
and  smoking  tobacco,  and  2.3  million  for  cigar  binder  and  wrapper.
